CINCINNATI, Nov. 21—Sydney 
Nathan, president of King Rec- 
ords Inc. here, said today that 
the pressure for pay-offs to. disk 
jockeys in St. Louis was the 
heaviest he had encountered in 
the Midwest. 

Nathan, who has admitted 
making payments to disk jockeys 
*‘all over the country” in return 
for playing records in which his 
firm was interested, did not give 
the names of any St. Louis disk 
jockeys to whom the alleged 
payments were made. 

“The big ‘payola’ pressure is 
in the east, but we have paid 
out all over the country,” he 
told the Post-Dispatch.  ‘“‘St. 
Louis is the big one in the mid- 
west but the pressure there 
doesn’t compare with the east,” 
he added. 

“Let me say this whole busi- 
ness doesn’t concern the fine peo- 
ple. Only the lower types ever 
insisted on a pay-off,’’ Nathan 
declared in a statement. 

Records of Nathan’s record 
company have~ been subpenaed 
in the New York investigation 
of disk jockey pay-offs, known 
as “‘payola.” 

Nathan has said that canceled 
checks showing pay-offs will be 
turned over to New York Dis- 
trict Attorney Frank Hogan. 


Nathan said King Records 
sells about $3,000,000 worth 
of records annually and is among 
the “top 10” of the 4000 firms 
in the record business. He esti- 
mated total annual record sales 
in the nation at about $400,- 

000. a; gain : 

King Reéords, Nathan said, 
stopped making pay-offs 1% 
months ago when he found that 
such payments had no great ef- 
fect on sales. 

He estimated that only about 
200 of the more than 10,000 disk 
jockeys in the nation were in- 
sisting on pay-offs.

Planes, Ships Waiting in Pacifi 
To Snag Capsule From Satellite 


Air Force Says Recovery Would Be Great-

VANDENBERG AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., Nov. 21 (UPI)—A 
flotilla of naval ships and Air 
Force C-119 “Flying Boxcars” 
stood ready today to snatch a 
Discoverer VIII satellite capsule 
out of the sky or sea. 

Joint sea-air forces were based 
somewhere in the mid-Pacific 
near Hawaii in an area called 
“the ballpark” to recover the 
parachute-rigged capsule from 
the satellite circling as far away 
as 1000 miles from. earth 


and weighing 1700 pounds, 
roared successfully into orbit 
over a polar route yesterday. It 
was boosted into. space by a 
Thor ballistic missile and thrust 
into an orbital velocity of 18,000 
miles an hour by a second stage 
rocket. 

With the launching went 
America’s hopes to become the 
first nation to capture a man- 
made object from space. Neither 
the United States nor the Soviet 
Union, as far as is known, has 
made such a recovery. 

Four earlier attempts ‘were 
made by the Air Force but failed 
when the capsules were never 
sighted after their ejection. 

The Discoverer VIII capsule 
weighs 310 pounds and is 27 
inches long and 33 inches in 
diameter.

URGENT WARNING 
AGAINST USE OF

The heaters are called ‘‘Thurm 
heaters,” the Health Service said

The service said about 2000 of 
the units, made by the Thurm 
Engineering Co. of Elkhart, Ind., 
have been sold and installed in 
trailers in the last 18 months.

Three were women 
who slept in a trailer while at- 
tending a religious meeting. The 
other five were hunters camping 
in the Michigan woods. The 
Michigan Health Service issued 
a warning last Monday, and the 
federal service now has sent 
warnings to all state health of- 
ficers.

Gates reported that decisions 
had been reached on dropping 
certain major research 
grams to lielp meet the higher 
cost’Of newer weapons. 

“We're still pulling the pieces 
together,” he said. 

Secretaries Listed. 

The service secretaries in- 
volved in the budget discussion 
were Wilber ‘M. Brucker, Army; 
James H. Douglas, Air Force, 
and William Franke, Navy. Brig. 
Gen. Andrew J. Goodpaster,. the 
White House staff secretary, 
flew to Augusta with the Penta- 
gon delegation. 

Secretary of Defense Neil Mc-
